city of Richmond. ‘There is no other place on the bay tha: 
has a large tract ef industrial property, ready for use, with the best kind of foundation conditions. 
with large waterfront arcas located on a channel 32 feet deep and maintained at all times by the 
federal government without cost to the local taxpayers, such as exists at the Inner Harbor of 
Richmond. Also, on the Western Waterfront, running north from the Richmond - San Rafacl 
Ferry slip past Pt. Molate to a spot near Pt. San Pablo is an area of 7000 to 8000 feet of wat- 
erfrontage which can be readily available for large industrial plants. Right in the heart of this 
property lies the plant of the Calwa company, formerly occupied by the California Wine Assoc- 
lation, equipped with fire-proof type buildings with a square feet arca of something like 350,000 
feet.

A itlook is bright for carly construction of the pro- 
posed new industrial highway. It would be of immense importance to the port and to the City 


of Richmond, since it would greatly facilitate the movement of cargo, so large a percentage of 
which now moves by truck. The proposed new road will connect with the present Franklin can- 
yon highway ai Muir after cight miles of new construction from Willow Pass. It is-this new cut- 
off from Willow Pass to Muir in which Richmond is most vitally interested at the moment. 
The existing route to Willow Pass could be used, and when the new cut-off has been built and 
the Franklin Canyon highway modernized and widened, truck traffic would have easy and di- 
rect access to Richtnond even before the rest of the proposed industrial highway through the in- 
terior of the county had been constructed.”
